December 17, was one of the most 
distinguished 
citizens 
of Texas 
claimed by death during 1940, says 
the Associated Press. 
Fifty-eight years old. Wood­ 
ward was a member of the Sen­ 
ate for eight years, from 1923 to 
1931, president of the State Bar 
Association for 1936-37, and State 
Life insurance Commissioner, un­ 
der appointment by Gov. W. Lee 
O'Daniel, beginning Feb. 10, 1939. 
His death opened another im­ 
portant appointment for Gover­ 
nor O’Daniel. Other members of 
the State Insurance Commission 
are Marvin Hall and Reuben Wil 
Hams, heads oi the fire and cas­ 
ualty insurance divisions. 
Woodward began his Senate ca­ 
reer with the 38th Legislature, 
succeeding J. H. Baugh, who re 
signed to accept appointment as 
a Judge of the Austin Court of 
Civil Appeals. 
He served also in the 39th, 40th 
and 41st Legislature. 
In the Senate he was known 
chiefly for his sponsorship of leg­ 
islation affecting the judiciary 
and legal procedure, among many 
important bills which he handled 
being that to create the self-gov­ 
erning bar proposed in 1933. The 
bar bill was not passed in that 
year but subsequently was ap­ 
proved and now is in effect.

There has been quite a little 
agitation recently regarding pro­ 
posed taxation of RE A. lines;

io wthe accumulation of any large 
cash reserves. If any such reserves 
a! any time should accumulate, 
one of two things must be done 
such reserves must be returned 
to the members ¡n the shape 
participating 
di\ sdends, or 
th 
rate* must be 
lowered. Taxir _ 
R E A line* would be very much 
like 
levying a tax against our 
pubhc school or public highway 
systems, as they are public service 
institutions. Not set up for the 
purpose of mak.ng money, but to 
render home-life in the country 
more attractive 
Country homes 
have long needed electricity. F ar­ 
mers and their families have been 
practically m the dark, with lit­ 
tle or no refrigeration facilities, 
or other convenience that elec­ 
tricity offers. Private utility com­ 
panies have said that they could 
not profitably build electric lines 
in most of our rural sections; 
that rates they would have to 
charge, the farmers would not 
be able to pay. Farmers have rea­ 
lized that there was some argu­ 
ment In favor of this position; 
however in many counties in Tex­ 
as and other states, groups of 
farmers have taken advantage of 
RE A. legislation, whereby money 
at a vpry low rate of Interest, also 
rome free administrative and en­ 
gineering advice, could be secur­ 
ed from the government, and have 
organized 
into co-operative as- 
sociation^ and built electric lines 
to their homes; thereby ushering 
in a new day for farm life. We 
farmels 
feel, 
that 
in 
building 
electric lines, we have not only 
made country hie more attrac­ 
tive, and farming operations more 
secure, but we have and are build­ 
ing for the welfare of our State 
e 
a whole: 
for. whatever im­ 
proves farm life also benefits our 
towns and cities. The development 
of our towns and cities in Texas 
depends to a great extent upon 
the prosperity of our farmers, 
In going into the electrical in­ 
dustry, we farmers are not fight­ 
ing the private utility companies; 
ii the propery opportunity had 
offered, we would have long ago 
been their customers, but develop­ 
ment did not come this way. 
In considering the m atter of 
taxing R E.A 
lines, we farmers 
ask for and expect the support of 
the 
united 
citizenship 
of 
our 
State. Even those who arc for­ 
tunate enough 
to own 
private 
utility stock, and who love their 
State as well as they do their 
pocketbooks, will realize that the 
welfare of their posterity is bound 
up in the development and pros­ 
perity of farm life, and as good 
citizens they will assist we far 
ers In every way possible in o 
efforts to electrify our farms. 
We ask that our Commissioner 
Courts in considering this m atter 
take a clear-sighted and long­ 
sighted view as to the action they 
should take, and if any tax is 
assessed, will make such tax very 
low, as has been done by the 
courts in many Texas counties.

after a desperate stand of thirty 
minutes were defeated and re­ 
treated to the west, leaving nine 
dead and three wounded on the 
field. Lieutenadt Turner and the 
soldiers dashed after the fleeing 
Indians and kept up a running 
fight for aeveral hours. The Ton- 
kawas were left behind and killed 
the wounded and scalped those 
left on the field. 
This severe punishment broke 
up the moonlight raids for more 
than a year, giving the Ledbetters 
a feeling of security. 
Not only is “eternal vigilance 
the price of liberty.” but in the 
Indian country. It was the price 
the settlers paid lor safety. 
Notwithstanding Judge Ledbet­ 
ter’s vivid experience with the 
Indians and the realization of the 
necessity of always being on guard 
against the Comanche, he allowed 
himself to be lullel into a feeling 
of security and relaxed many of 
the ordinary precautions he had 
always taken in defense of his 
• family and property. 
| 
The months rolled by. and there 
was every indication that the In­ 
dians had abandoned the Salt 
Creek Trail forver, and Judge 
Ledbetter allowed his family more 
liberty. With the help of other 
ranchmen. Judge J. C. Lynch es­ 
tablished a school at his ranch 
home on Hubbard Creek, and those 
living too far away to ride to and 
from school during the day. board­ 
ed their children with the Lynch 
family. 
Later in 1879, Judge Ledbetter 
abandoned the Salt Works, and 
one of the kettles used at the 
works for a number of years may 
be seen at the present time on the 
court house lawn at Albany. 
Judge Ledbetter served as the 
first county judge of Shackelford 
County, and I understand his des­ 
cendants still reside in the neigh­ 
borhood of Fort Griffin.

The Ton- 
kawas were left behind and killed 
the wounded fend scalped those 
left on the field. 
This severe punishment broke 
up the moonlight raids for more 
tlian a year, giving the Ledbetters 
a feeling of security. 
Not only is "eternal vigilance 
the price of liberty,” but in the 
Indian country, it was the price 
the si ttlers paid for safety. 
Notwithstanding Judge Ledbet­ 
ter’s vivid experience with the 
Indians and the realization of the 
necessity of always being on guard 
against the Comanche, he allowed 
himself to be feullel into a feeling 
of security and relaxed many of 
the ordinary precautions he had 
always taken in defense of hi» 
family and property. 
The months rolled by. and there 
was every indication that the In­ 
dians had abandoned the Balt 
Creek Trail forver, and Judge 
Ledbetter allowed his family more 
liberty. With the help of other 
ranchmen. Judge J. C. Lynch es­ 
tablished a school at his ranch 
home on Hubbard Creek, and those 
living too far away to ride to and 
from school during the day. board­ 
ed their children with the Lynch 
family. 
Later in 1870. Judge Ledbetter 
abandoned the Salt Works, and 
one of the kettles used at the 
works for a number of years may 
be seen at the present time on the 
court house lawn at Albany.
